A= Interesting Description of Lite 
on the Range. 

The past two months, says a let- 
ter from Harney Lakes, Oregon, to 
the San Francisco Post, have not 
been happy ones for the calves 
which have been browsing around 
the borders of this lake, for a stout 
campaign has been directed against 
them, and several hundreds of 
young apimals have been marked, 
cut, and branded during the past 
few days. It would seem that the 
three operations entailed a vast 
amount of pain upon them, but 
owing to the toughness of the 
brutes’ hides, the bluntness of their 
nerves, and their general easy na- 
ture, asteer ora heifer does not 
seem to experience more than a 
momentary inconvenience from 
the necessary mutilation. 

This campaign calls for an extra- 
ordinary degree of physical exer- 


|tion on the part of the cowboy. 
‘He responds to the call with all the 
alacrity of his ardent nature. 


The 
principal part of this work lies at 
the corrals, some five miles from 


the house. 


It takes a good deal of prepara- 
tion to get ready for such a trip. 
The huge wagon had to be leaded 
with the camp outfit, and it need 
not be imagined that the cowboy 
undertakes such an expedition 
without a very formidable array of 
impediments. Mattresses are taken 
along, and a goodly assortment of 
blankets, for, though the day may 
be warm, yet on sundown there 
arises such a breeze that it may be 
likened to an arctic tornado. On 
this occasion there were no less 
than six men in the outfit, the 
wagon being entrusted to the care 
ofthe man who had the honor of 
giving the famous bear “Club- 
Foot” his club-foot, and who is 
well noted throughout the country 
round as poet, hunter and phuilos- 
opher. His poetic compositions 
on the Modoc war and other na- 
tional events would rank in his 
opinion as one of the classics, if it 
were not for the deplorable fact 
that he lives in so degenerate and 
unsympathetic an age.

It is a regular swelling 
noise, & regular wave of diabolical, 
never-ceasing sound in all notes 
and keys, from the squeak of the 
sucking pig to the angry roar of 
an énraged lien. Belief in the an- 
cient fable that a cow is a con- 
templative creature and religiously 
occupies all her leisure moments 
in chewing the cud is very speedily 
dropped on a close acquaintance 
with the range cow. There one 
realizes that the cow accupies her 
time with bellowing considerably 
when she is herding for a corral, 
and is not at all of a docile ‘nature, 
but is inclined to be obstinate and 
extremely stupid. In fact there

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WE have the soil and climate; 
what we need now is the irrigation. 
If we had irrigating water tens of 
thousands of people would become 
benefactors by making two blades 
of grass grow where now-grows but 
,one. Instead of having a popula- 
tion of 60,000 we might have the 
‘ ~population of California, or a 
Million, of people. Water stored 
for Summer use in Lake Tahoe, 
‘near the source of the Carson, 
‘Walker, Humboldt or other Ne- 
“vada streams would irrigate lands 
for hundreds of thousands of people. 
Irrigation is the most difficult 
question Nevada has to solve; that 
solved and a great future awaits 
the State. At this elevation of 5,- 
~ 000 feet above sea level that irriga- 
tion of large areas is possible seems 
to be the opinion of civil engineers 
and others well informed on such 
matters. Not on'y should there bea 
Winter storage of water for 
Summer but there should thor- 
oughly be made the test of 
securing. water through arte- 
sian well borings. The artesian 
wells of Ormsby, Churchill, Hum- 
-boldt and Lander counties are evi- 
dence conclusive that wells in this 
mountainous country are possible. 
The Nevada Legislature shuld 
grant State aid towards the encour- 
agement of artesian well enter- 
prises, but then this they will 
never do, for the time is always 
fully occupied in electing a United 
States Senator or in getting ready 
to elect one the two years hence. 
Since nothing can be expected from 
the State Our delegation in Con- 
gress should be petitioned by citi- 
zens from every part of the State 
earnestly at the next session to 
work in the interest of such wells 
here, which could be obtained by 
the use of but a small part of the 
millions of dollars annually ap- 
propriated by Congress for river

JOE DOUGLASS JUGGED. 


Fined 8100 and Imprisoned for 
Contempt of Court. 


The Virginia Chronicle of yes- 
terday says: This afternoon Joseph 
M. Douglass, the Comstock capit- 
alist, was subpemaed as a witness 
in a quicksilver-stealing case being 
tried in the Justice Court. Doug- 
lass failing toappear when his name 
was called, Justice Kehoe inquired 
of Constable Hill if he had seen 
Douglass. Hill replied that he had, 
and Douglass on being told that it 
was the hour for the trial replied 
that he was not ready to appear as 
a witness, 

Justice Kehoe immediately 
issued a bench warrant for his ar- 
rest, and Constable Hill soon after 
brought Douglass into court. 

After the quicksilver case was 
dismissed for want of evidence 


against the accused, Justice Kehoe 
interrogated Douglas as to why he 
had failed to obey the subpena. 

Douglass replied that he had for- 

otten about it and ‘‘didn’t care a 

amn about it anyway.”’ 

The Judge said: ‘‘Mr Douglass, 
I impose a fine of $100 upon you, 
and sentence you tu 24 hours’ im- 
prisonment for centempt of court.”’

The Court then directed the offi- 
cers to take Douglass to the county 
jail. He was seized by Constable 
Hill and Officer Bradley and 
marched off, giving the officers 
considerable trouble on. the way to 
the Court-house. He was also 
honored on the route by a numer- 
ous delegation of small_boys, whose 
remarks did not tend to*modify the 
capitalist’s rage at bis arrest.

The 
cow and her calf are as swift as 
deer and as sure-footed as mules, 
and as the ground around the lakes 
is literally besprinkled with badger 
holes, running is accompanied with 
a great deal of danger. By night

The sun has scarcely thought of 
bestirring itself ere the little camp 
is in action. Woodis soon hesped 
into a pile, a fire is ablaze, and the 
preparations for the morning meal 
are rapidly made and as rapidly con- 
cluded. 

Before 5 o’clock the men who are 
te separate the cows from their 
calves are in the corrals, and soon 
finish that work. Then comes the 
real trouble, The fire for heating 
the branding irons is soon alight, 
the man who has to drag the calves 
from out the inner corral mounts 
‘his hotse and the play begins. The 
‘mounted man holds the end of a 

“lotig fiata, “while the noose is held 
by a man on foot, who enters the 
calf-crowded corral and lassos the 
calf. The noose isslipped over the 
body and is made taut at the hind 
foot. But before it can get to the 
feet there is generally trouble. 
Roundabout the corral bucks the 
calf, tumbling and sprawling, kick- 
ing and bellowing, and making an 
indescribable confusion. However, 
this dees not last long. The rope 
_ is soon down by his feet, the word 
“pull” is given, and the calf is 
hauled to the gate, where a man 
adroitly slips a noose over his head 
‘and forefeet. Thus bound head 
and foot the calf is helpless. Then 
a man slips out a pocket knife, 
slashes its ears into whatever fash- 
ion prevails on the ranch, while an- 
other applies the branding iron. 
Thus ia about a minute from the 
‘time the calf is caught he is cut, 
marked and branded. The calf 
does’ not seem to feel*the mutila- 
tion in the least. He does not seem 
to wince at the lopping of his ears, 


though sometimes a shiver does 
pass through his frame when the 
hot iron scars an indelible mark 
upon its flank. But when over the 
calf hops gayly up’ and trots up to 
his’ companions as if perfectly un- 
hurt. 
.) This is but a mild statement of 
, the ease. The gentle reader need 
not imagine that all that the cow- 
boy has to do is to enter a corral 
and slip a rope over a six-weeks- 
old calf and have a horse drag the 
animal'out, It is by no means so 
easy. “The calf never yields. He 
will kick, squirm, buck,. charge, 
rush. and butt at everything. 
Though well nigh throttled to 
death, he will tug at the rope which 
encircles his neck until the rope is 
ready to snap with the tension. 
Then the alert cowboy will make 
a rush at the calf,and catching him 
on the side, will bring him with a 
‘thump on the ground, while the 
rest throw themselves on him with 
a view to brand. One seemingly 
innocent, weak-looking calf will 
give half a dozen men all the work 
they can possibly_do to held him 
down, when it w6uld seem that a 
boy with ordinary strength would 
be able to achieve the mastery. 
But the calf’s chief delight is to 
» break away from the band when 
entering the corral, and then lead 
the horsemen a dance over the 
badger . holes .and the rocks. In 
* this he plays a game of catch-as- |} 
~ eatch-can with masterly ingenuity.

SOIL RICH AND PRODUCTIVE. 


As a general thing the valley soil of 
Nevada is rich and productive. On 


account of its coolness, the soil of the | 


natural meadows formed at the sink 
of creeks, or by overflow of streams, is 
unfit for cereals or vegetables though 
it produces rich natural grasses. Along- 
side tif natural meadows is usually a 
strip of dark, cold, unproductive soil, 
which is more or less impregnated with 
alkali and producing a very inflamma- 
ble green-colored bush called ‘‘rabbit 
brush.’’ In the valleys and along the 
mesas and rolling foot-hills is the warm 
sandy loam which needs only water to 
produce any kind of crops. 

The best evidence of the quality of 
soil is the growth of sagebrush. Wher- 
ever the brush is large and healthy the 
soil is productive, and where stunted 
and thin it is not so productive. White 
sage grows in a loose light soil that 
packs when irrigated and soon wears

and necessary irrigation is in a climate 
where the fall of moisture averages only 
eleven and eighty-five one-hundredths 
inches per annum. Experience has 
taught us that it is unsafe to attempt 
agriculture in a country where the an- 
nual rainfall is less than twenty inches 
without the aid of irrigation. Even 
with the requisite amount of rainfall 
annually, the distribution, as regards 
time, may be so uneven that the rain. 
may fall at a season when the temper- 
ature would be too low to be of benefit, 
and when the temperature would be 
right the rainfall would be wanting. 
There are two requisites to agriculture, 
water and good soil. There is plenty 
of good soil in the State and quantities 
of water, and if the two can be brought 
together agriculture is assured. In or- 
der to extend agriculture in a country 
where the soil is sandy and porous, wa- 
ter must be stored by building reser- 
voirs, canals, ' aqueducts, etc., and to 
do this requires labor and capital. 
Here and there along streams farming 
may be commenced without much cap- 
ital and with one’s own labor, as the 
water would be easily handled and the 
land easily cleared; but these places 
are limited, and being limited were set- 
tled on first and are already occupied.

The quality of stream water in this 
State is very good. The mountain 
streams are very pure and furnish for 
the soil and | a very large 
amount of nutrition. Some of thelake 
waters, outside of the sources of 
streams, are tainted with alkalies, and 
are not fit for irrigation. Asa general 
rule the water from the numerous hot 
springs of our valleys carries enough 
chemicals to neutralize the effect of al- 
kali, and consequently serves well for 
irrigation. Experience has proven that 
in this State the average soil requires 
for the first and second years fully one 
miner’s inch of water to each acre tobe 
irrigated. The third year requires less, 
and after several years of constant irri- 
gation the amount necessary for a suc- 
cessful crop is greatly reduced. I do 
not know of any| place in the State 
where a strict account has been kept 
of the amount of water actually re- 
quired each year for irrigation. 

The fact that a settler controls all 
the water of a stream that might be 
used as an experiment to determine 
this question never occasions the 
thought in him!) to gauge the water. 
He is satisfied with the knowledge that 
he had plenty of water last year and 
that this year he can have enough for 
a few acres more; but itis a settled 
fact that each succeeding year requires 
less water. This arises from the fact 
that as the soil becomes filled with wa- 
ter it rises nearer the surface, and the 
soil becoming more compact there is 
much less evaporation and the water 
is held longer by the roots of vegeta- 
tion. 

There is more water wasted in this 
State annually than there is used. 
There is no regular system of irriga- 
tion or use of water. Every farm is in- 
dependent of the other, especially 
along a stream where each irrigator 
takes the water out through a ditch of 
his own. When irrigators are supplied 
through a corporation ditch a system is 
made use of and little water is wasted, 
but even then lawsuits occur from wa- 
ter being run from one farm onto anoth- 
er to the damage of the latter. In most 
places a system is very badly needed, 
as much more land could be cultivated 
and the present places more easily and 
profitably handled. 

There are many places where reser- 
voirs could be created and water stored 
and where in flood season the surplus 
waters from melting snow or falling 
rains could be turned into and kept for 
the dry periods of the year. The State

son, Humboldt, Reese and every other 
river, stream and gulch in the State a 
torrent of water that floods everything, 
and we do nothing to stop it. 

An irrjgation commission should be 
formed, a hydrographic survey of the 
State ordered and land given away to 
anyone who will bring it under irriga- 
tion and cultivation in a certain num- 
ber of years. We can well afford as a 
State or Nation to give away the land 
subject to its reclamation ; but let the 
law be strictly enforced in this require- 
ment. The increased wealth from cul- 
tivated soil will more than compensate 
for the $1 25 per acre which the Goy- 
ernment receives. A_ hydrographic 
survey would soon tell us where to 
build reservoirs and ditches so the land 
could be reclaimed, and it should be 
the endeavor of our Legislature to ei- 
ther have the State do this or urge 
Congress in such terms that it cannot 
refuse to grant the request. 


SINKING ARTESIAN WELLS SHOULD BE 
ENCOURAGED. 


Irrigation by means of artesian wells 
in this State is a problem yet to be 
demonstrated. There are very few 
wells in the State and the flow from 
them is so small as to create considera- 
ble doubt as to their availability for the 
purposes of irrigation on a large scale. 
One of several wells at Battle Mount- 
ain, on the Central Pacific Railroad, 
sunk to a depth of 225 feet at an ex- 
pense of $550, flows three inches of wa- 
ter, or about 50,000 gallons every 24 
hours. This flow in a more humid at- 
mosphere and less elevated country 
would irrigate 20 acres, but in this ab-
